(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the subject" and "the colour" in line 3, "the 
illumination colour" in line 9, "the colour-componentwise-pixel-intensity" in line 15, "the 
consecutive points" in line 16, "the criteria" in line 17, "the essentially flat area" in line 
18, "the colour curve" in lines 18 and 19, "the common defined point" in lines 19 and 20. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because this claim is 
directed to single means claims. 

A single means claim, i.e., where a means recitation does not appear in 
combination with another recited element of means, is subject to an undue breadth 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 712, 714-715, 218 
USPQ 195, 197 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim which covered every 
conceivable means for achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the 
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scope of the claim because the specification disclosed at most only those means known 
to the inventor.). When claims depend on a recited property, a fact situation comparable 
to Hyatt is possible, where the claim covers every conceivable structure (means) for 
achieving the stated property (result) while the specification discloses at most only 
those known to the inventor, (see MPEP 2164.08 (a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

9. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent 1 and recent Federal Circuit 
decisions 2 indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to 
another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. While the 
instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, the claim(s) neither 
transform underlying subject matter nor positively tie to another statutory category that 
accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore do not qualify as a statutory 
process. For example, the steps of "the subject is imaged", "component-specific 
histograms are formed", "the illumination colour is defined", "using target... are defined",

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"colour-componentwise intensity value... is set" in claim 1 are not tied to any particular 
machine/apparatus, therefore do not qualify as a statutory process. 

10. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 21 defines a computer based 
structural organization embodying functional descriptive material. However, the claims 
do not define a computer readable medium or memory and is thus non-statutory for that 
reason (i.e., "when functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer- 
readable medium it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium 
and will be statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the function of the 
descriptive material to be realized" - Guidelines Annex IV). That is, the scope of the 
presently claimed a computer based structural organization can range from paper on 
which the program is written, to a program simply contemplated and memorized by a 
person. The Examiner suggests amending the claims to embody the program on 
"computer-readable medium" or equivalent in order to make the claim statutory. Any 
amendment to the claim should be commensurate with its corresponding disclosure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

11. Claims 15-20 are allowed. 

12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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Regarding claims 15 and 20, the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, 
does not teach: 

- means for defining, from the essentially flat area... at least one colour 
component (R, G, B). 

Regarding claims 16-19, since these claims depend from claim 15, they are also 
allowable for the same reason.
